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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of the species of Figs. 3a-3c in the reply filed 
on 28 June 2005 is acknowledged. There are no claims withdrawn from further 
consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species 
since at present all of claims 1-8 appear to be generic. 

Drawings 

The informal drawings are not of sufficient quality to permit a reasonable 
examination. Accordingly, replacement drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to this Office action. The replacement sheet(s) should be 
labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to 
obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. NO NEW MATTER SHOULD BE ADDED. 

More particularly, the examiner notes the following: 

(1) Fig. 1 just appears to show a bunch of intersecting black lines, but how the 
intersecting black lines are connected to each other and how the black lines may move 
(i.e., slide, retract, extend, pivot, etc.) with respect to each other is not clear. 

(2) Do all of the intersecting black lines at the top of Fig. 1 represent "scissor 
members" (145) or do are some of the black lines represent other "members"? 
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(3) It is understood that the black vertical lines at each of the four corners of the 
collapsible gazebo frame (100) of Fig. 1 represent "corner support members" (120), but 
it is not understood if the "corner support members" have a round or other shaped 
cross-section or if the members are tubular (i.e., hollow) or solid. 

(4) It is understood that the vertical "corner support member" (120) at each of the 
four corners of the collapsible gazebo frame (100) of Fig. 1 end in or have at their top 
end, a "corner support joint " (136) which is shaped as more particularly shown in Fig. 2. 
However, its not understood how each of the "corner support members" (120) are 
connected to the "corner support joint" (1 36)? 

(5) What members are connected to each other at a "corner support joint" (136)? 
Is it two "scissors members" (145) and one "corner support member" (120)? 

(6) What is a "scissors assembly" (130) made up of? Is a "scissors assembly" 
(130) made up to two intersecting "scissors members" (145) or three intersecting 
"scissors members"? 

(7) What constitutes a "slider joint" (133)? It appears to be where two "scissors 
members" (145) intersect a lower portion (i.e., lower than the top end) of a vertical 
"corner support member" (120), but is it not clear what the structure of a "slider joint" 
(133) is (i.e., does it look like the "corner support joint" (136) shown in Fig. 2 or what is 
the structural configuration of a "slider joint" (133))? 

(8) What constitutes a "three-way scissors joint" (139)? It appears to be where 
three "scissors members" (145) intersect each other, but is it not clear what the 
structure of a "three-way scissors joint" (139) is (i.e.. does it look like the "corner support 
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joint" (136) shown in Fig. 2 and if not, what is the structural configuration of a "three-way 
scissors joint" (139))? 

(9) What constitutes a "scissors hinge joint" (142)? It appears to be where two 
"scissors members" (145) intersect each other, but is it not clear what the structure of a 
"scissors hinge joint" (142) is (i.e., does it look like the "corner support joint" (136) 
shown in Fig. 2 or what is the structural configuration of a "scissors hinge joint" (142))? 
Can the two "scissors members" (145) bend at a "scissors hinge joint" and is so, is what 
direction and how much? 

(10) The lower end of each of the "corner support members" (120) ends in a 
"foot" (110). However, it is not at all clear what this "foot" looks like or what its structural 
make up is. 

(11) What constitutes the "canopy support frame" (160) and the "upper and lower 
canopy joints" (155, 150)? What do they look like and what are their structural make 
ups? 

Appropriate correction is required. 

New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application because the drawings are not of sufficient quality to perniit examination. 
Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside 
the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new di^awings. 
The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the 

(1) "scissor members coupled at scissor joints and being hingedly coupled to a 
different pair of the four corner support members at a corner support joint and 
configured to extend and retract" recited in claim 1, lines 4-6, 

(2) "scissor assembly slider being hingedly coupled to one of the four scissor 
assemblies at a slider joint and being slidingly coupled to a different one of the four 
corner support members and configured to extend and retract the scissor assemblies 
coupled to the respective corner support member when slid along the comer support 
member" recited in claim 1 , lines 7-11, 

(3) "each of the four corner support members is extendable and retractable" as 
recited in claim 3, and 

(4) "each of the four corner support members is configured to slant inward 
towards the center of the gazebo frame when the gazebo frame is deployed", as 
specifically claimed in claim 8 

must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
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is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures.

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 

(1) what the corner support members (120) and the scissors members (145) 
each look like in cross-section (i.e.. what shape are they - round, square, rectangular, 
etc. and are they hollow or solid), 

(2) what the slider joints (1 33) look like, 

(3) what the three-way scissors joints look like (139), 

(4) what the scissors hinge joints (142) look like, 

(5) what the lower and upper canopy joints (155, 150) look like, 

(6) what the canopy peak extender (157) looks like, 

(7) what the feet (1 1 0) look like, 

(8) what constitutes a scissors assembly (130), and 
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(9) how the scissors members (145) connect to the corner support joint (136) and 
other joints (i.e., do they fit into the gap between the first flange (210) and the second 
flange (215) or simply connect via a fastener to the outside of the corner support joint 
(136)), 

as described in the specification. 

Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed 
invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action.

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The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) 
because: 

(1) reference character "150" has been used to designate both "lower canopy 
joint" (page 4, lines 9, 10, and 12) and "canopy frame extender" (page 4, line 20); 

(2) reference character "145" has been used to designate both "scissors 
members" (page 3, line 16, page 4, lines 6, 10, and 15, page 5, lines 5 and 18, and 
page 6, line 5) and "outer canopy support members" (page 4, line 21); 

(3) reference character "110" has been used to designate both "feet" (page 4, line 
15) and "upper corner support members" (page 4, line 23); and 

(4) reference character "160" has been used to designate both "canopy support 
frame" (page 4, lines 3, 5, and 8) and "canopy peak support member" (page 4, line 22). 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 
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The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: 

(1) "143" (canopy support member - page 4, line 20); 

(2) "148" (canopy frame joints - page 4, line 20); 

(3) "140" (inner canopy support members - page 4, lines 21-22); 

(4) (outer canopy support members - page 4, line 21); 

(5) "105" (lower corner support members - page 4, line 23); and 

(6) (upper corner support members - page 4, line 23). 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121 (d). If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
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description: reference numeral "410". It is believed that reference numeral "310" on 
page 5, lines 28 and 29, should be changed to -41 0-. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or amendment to 
the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 
37 CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to because: 

(1) reference numeral "310" in Fig. 4a should be changed to --410-. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
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changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to under 37 CFR 1.71, as being so incomprehensible 
as to preclude a reasonable search of the prior art by the examiner. For example, the 
following items are not understood: 

(1) the corner support members (120) are not described in sufficient detail 
because it is not known if the corner support members are solid or hollow members, 
what their cross-sectional shape is (i.e., round, square, rectangular, etc.), what material 
they are made of (i.e., metal, plastic, wood, etc.), how the corner support members 
(120) are connected to the corner support joint (136) and the slider joints (133); 

(2) the scissor members (145) are not described in sufficient detail because it is 
not known if the corner support members are solid or hollow members, what their cross- 
sectional shape is (i.e., round, square, rectangular, etc.), what material they are made of 
(i.e., metal, plastic, wood, etc.), how the scissors members (145) are connected to the 
corner support joint (136), the slider joint (133), the three-way scissors joint (139), and 
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the scissors hinge joint (142), how the scissors members (145) are connected to each 
other, and how many scissors members (145) make up a scissors assembly (i.e., two, 
three, or more); 

(3) none of the slider joint (133), the three-way scissors joint (139), and the 
scissors hinge joint (142) are described in sufficient detail because it is not understood 
what these joints look like, what members are connected to them, and how the 
members are connected to the joints; 

(10) the foot (110) at the lower end of the corner support member (120) is not 
described in sufficient detail; 

(11) the canopy support frame (160) and the upper and lower canopy joints (155, 
150) are not described in sufficient detail; 

Applicant is required to submit an amendment which clarifies the disclosure so 
that the examiner may make a proper comparison of the invention with the prior art. 

Applicant should be careful not to introduce any new matter into the 
disclosure (i.e., matter which is not supported by the disclosure as oriainallv 
filed). 

Appropriate correction is required. 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
(1) page 2, paragraph nos. [0013], [0014], and [0015], pages 2-3, paragraph no. 
[0016], and page 3, paragraph no. [0017], there should be some explanation that each 
of Figs. 3a, 4a, 5a, 6a, and 7a are cross-sectional views taken along line 8-8 (which 
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should be changed to line 3a/4a/5a/6a/7a-3a/4a/5a/6a/7a since the designation of the 
section line is supposed to suggest where the cross-sectional view can be found - see 
37 C.F.R. § 1 .84(h)(3) entitled Sectional Views) of Fig. 2; 

(2) page 3, line 17, it is suggested that "scissors joints 139 and 142" be changed 
to -scissors joints (i.e., three-way scissors joints 139 and scissors hinge joints 142)- for 
clarity; 

(3) page 3, line 26, it is believed that "(joint)" should be deleted and the word 
-to- should be inserted before the word "fix"; 

(4) page 4, line 20, it is believed that "canopy frame extenders 150" should be 
changed to -canopy peak extenders 157-; 

(5) page 4, line 21, reference nunrieral "145" should be changed to a different 
number not yet used to designate the outer canopy support member; 

(6) page 4, line 22, if the "canopy peak support member 160" is not the same 
structure as the "canopy support frame 160" of page 4, line 3, then "160" in line 22 
should be changed to another reference numeral not yet used in order to designate the 
canopy peak support member; 

(7) page 4, line 23, reference numeral "110" should be changed to another 
reference numeral not yet used (i.e., reference numeral "110" has already been used in 
line 15 to designate "feet") in order to designate the upper corner support member; 

(8) page 4, line 23, reference numeral "105" should be deleted unless it is added 
to the drawings to show the lower corner support members; 
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(9) page 5, line 2, it is suggested that "scissors joints 139 and 142" be clianged 
to -scissors joints (i.e., tliree-way scissors joints 139 and scissors hinge joints 142)- for 
clarity; 

(10) page 5, line 12, section line "8-8" should be changed to -3a/4a/5a/6a/7a- 
3a/4a/5a/6a/7a-- because the designation for section lines is supposed to indicate 
where the cross-sectional view can be found (see 37 C.F.R. § 1.84(h)(3) entitled 
Sectional Views); and 

(11) page 5, lines 28 and 29, it is believed that reference numeral "310" should 
be changed to --410-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 
Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
(1) the word -and- should be inserted after the words "a cotter pin;". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1*8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraphias being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 

matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
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Claim 1, line 1, the recitation of a "collapsible gazebo frame" is not understood 
because it is not seen how the interconnection of black lines shown in Fig. 1 could be 
"collapsible". It is not clear what member or members move (i.e., slide, retract, extend, 
etc.) with respect to each other or how such movement (if any) is accomplished. 

Claim 1, line 2. the recitation of "a set of four corner support members" (120) is 
not understood because it is not clear what constitutes a "corner support member". Is 
the corner support member a round cross-section tubular member? If so, is the 
member solid or hollow? What does each of the "four corner support members" 
support? It appears from looking at Fig. 1 that each of the "four corner support 
members" may support a "corner support joint" (136) at the top thereof and that the 
"corner support joint" (136) is a block-shaped structure as shown in Fig. 2. However, 
the examiner has no idea how each of the "four corner support members" (120) are 
connected to one of the "corner support joints" (136). 

Claim 1, line 3, the recitation of "other gazebo frame components" is vague and 
indefinite because it is not clear what makes up the "other gazebo frame components". 

Claim 1, lines 16-17, the recitation of "gazebo frame members" is vague and 
indefinite because it is not clear what makes up the "gazebo frame members" and it is 
not clear if the "gazebo frame members" are the same as of different from the "other 
gazebo frame components" recited in claim 1 , line 3. 

Claim 5, line 2, the recitation of "gazebo frame members" is vague and indefinite 
because it is not clear what makes up the "gazebo frame members" and it is not clear if 
the "gazebo frame members" is or should be referring back to the "gazebo frame 
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members" recited in claim 1, lines 16-17 or the "other gazebo frame components" 
recited in claim 1 , line 3. 

Claim 5, line 3, the recitation of "a fastener" creates antecedent basis problems 
because it is not clear if the "fastener" is the same fastener as recited in claim 1 , line 16, 
or a different fastener. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Lynch '001 (U.S. Patent No. 5,244,001). 

As to claim 1 , Lynch '001 discloses a collapsible gazebo frame (Fig. 2b), 
comprising: 

a set of four corner support members (24) configured to rest on a ground surface 
at a bottom end and to proyide support for other gazebo frame components; 

a set of four scissor assemblies (29), each scissor assembly (29) comprising 
scissor members (52) coupled at scissor joints (64, 65) and being hingedly coupled to a 
different pair of the four corner support members (24) at a corner support joint (60) and 
configured to extend and retract; and 
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a set of four scissor assembly sliders (62), each scissor assembly slider (62) 
being hingedly coupled to one of the four scissor assemblies (29) at a slider joint (62) 
and being slidingly coupled to a different one of the four corner support members (24) 
and configured to extend and retract the scissor assemblies (29) coupled to the 
respective corner support member (24) when slid along the corner support member 
(24); 

wherein, at least one of the group consisting of: 
the scissor joint (64, 65); 
the corner support joint (60); and 
the slider joint (62), 

comprises a fastener (76 in Fig. 7) that is not a lag bolt, the fastener (76) being 
configured to fix gazebo frame members (52) in the respective joint (60 in Fig. 8; 62 in 
Fig. 11; or 64 in Figs. 12 and 13). 

As to claim 2, Lynch '001 discloses the collapsible gazebo frame of claim 1 as 
discussed above, and Lynch '001 also discloses that the fastener (76) is selected from 
the group consisting of: a fully threaded bolt; a rivet; a cotter pin; a bolt with a sleeve. 

As to claim 3, Lynch '001 discloses the collapsible gazebo frame of claim 1 as 
discussed above, and Lynch '001 also discloses that each of the four corner support 
members (24) is extendable and retractable. 

As to claim 4, Lynch '001 discloses the collapsible gazebo frame of claim 1 as 
discussed above, and Lynch '001 also discloses a canopy support frame (50) coupled 
to at least one of the group consisting of: the scissor assemblies (29); and the corner 
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support members (24), configured to support a canopy on top of the gazebo frame (Fig. 
2b). 

As to claim 5. Lynch '001 discloses the collapsible gazebo frame of claim 4 as 
discussed above, and Lynch '001 also discloses that the canopy support frame (50) 
comprises a canopy joint (66, 67) to join a plurality of gazebo frame members (52) and 
wherein the canopy joint (66 in Fig. 15, 67 in Fig. 16) comprises a fastener (76) that is 
not a lag bolt, the fastener (76) being configured to fix the gazebo frame members (52) 
in the canopy joint (66, 67). 

As to claim 6, Lynch '001 discloses the collapsible gazebo frame of claim 4 as 
discussed above, and Lynch '001 also discloses that the canopy support frame (50) 
further comprises a canopy peak extender (90) to elevate the peak of the canopy. 

As to claim 7, Lynch '001 discloses the collapsible gazebo frame of claim 1 as 
discussed above, and Lynch '001 also discloses a set of four feet (27), each foot (27) 
fixed to the bottom end of a different one of the four corner support members (24) to 
anchor the gazebo frame to the ground surface. 

As to claim 8, Lynch '001 discloses the collapsible gazebo frame of claim 1 as 
discussed above, and Lynch '001 also discloses that each of the four corner support 
members (24) is configured to slant inward towards the center of the gazebo frame 
when the gazebo frame is deployed. 
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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. U.S. Patent No. 5,421,356 to Lynch discloses a collapsible 
canopy framework. U.S. Patent No. 4,779,635 to Lynch discloses a collapsible canopy 
with telescoping roof support structure. U.S. Patent No. 5,944,040 to Jang discloses a 
collapsible tent frame. U.S. Patent No. 4,947,884 to Lynch discloses a collapsible 
canopy with auto erect support structure. U.S. Patent No. 4,885,891 to Lynch discloses 
a reinforcement member for an extendable scissors truss. U.S. Patent No. 4,607,656 to 
Carter discloses a quick erection collapsible shelter. U.S. Patent No. 4,641 ,676 to 
Lynch discloses a collapsible canopy structure. U.S. Patent No. 5,51 1,572 to Carter 
discloses a collapsible shelter with flexible collapsible canopy. U.S. Patent No. 
5,274,980 to Zeigler discloses a polyhedron building system having telescoping 
scissors. U.S. Patent No. 6,772,780 and U.S. Patent Application Publication Nos. 
2003/0029490 and 2003/0164185 all to Price disclose a collapsible frame. U.S Patent 
Application Publication No. 2004/0084074 to Chiu et al. discloses a canopy support. 
U.S Patent Application Publication No. 2004/0071587 to McAtarian discloses a quick 
setup decontamination stall. U.S Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0037812 to 
Stewart et al. discloses a decontamination and contaminant processing system and 
method.
